And I am to aflure you both, That His Majeſty 

will always retain a Gracious Remembrance of your 
oood Services, and that you ſhall not fail to, find the 
Effects of it, whenever you ſhall apply your ſelves 
te His Majeſty for His Favour. k. 2 

As for that other Addreſs, which tiles ir ſelf, The 
humble Petition of the L.. Mayor, Aldermen, and Commons of 
the City of London. in (ommon Councel aſſembled, - and 
which is very much diſcredited by thele other Ad- 
drefles which accompany 'it, I have many things in 
command to ſay to ir. 

The King did expect, that a Petition which ſeems 
to come from the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common- 
Couacel of the Ciry of London, ſhould have confifted 
of ſuch Matters onely, as. relate to the particular 
Concerns of the City; at leaſt He thought He ſhould 
have found in it ſome due Acknowledgment of His 
continual Care in Preſerving and Improving your 
Trade, and Supporting your Liberties . and Fran- 
chiles. oy 

But, contrary'*'to His ExpeQttion, and ( as He 
thinks) to your Duty, He finds this Petition medlin 
with Matters of State and Government, Things -which 
do in no ſort appertain to you, bur are quite out of 
- your Sphere: And if this ſhould paſs without Re- 
proof, the meaneſt Corporation, nay, the meaneſt 
Village in England,will have as much right to be med- 
ling in theſe Matters, as you have. | 

The onely End and Uſe of Common-Councels in 
London, is for the Buſineſs of London ; you are not the 
Common-Councel of the Nation,and yet you behave 
your ſelves fo, as if youthought you were. _ | 

But the King doch.nor look upon this Petition as 
proceeding from the unanimous Conſent of the Com- 
mon-Councel ; He is very well inform'd that it

begianing elſewhere. : 

And the King does not believe that the Matter 
of this Petition was ever well Conſidered by you, 
becauſe he finds in it ſo many Preſumprtions and Mi- 
ſtakes. | PAL 

It prays the Calling of a Parliament at a time when 
the King hath already Declar'd to all che World, 
That there ſhall be frequent Parliaments, and ſo leems 
to Doubr of that Aſfurance which all good Subje&3 
give the King moſt humble Thanks for. . 

Ic prays a Continuation of that Parliament trill all cheir 
Buſineſs be diſpatchr, and ſo breaksin upon the high- 
elt Truſt which is lodg'd in the King, to whom a- 
lone it belongs to appoint the Times and Seaſons. 

It deprives the King of the whole Honour of His 
Grace and Goodneſs in Calling . a Parliament, by 


making it ſeem to be the effec of your Importunity. 


So that nothing in the World could be more con- 
trary to the ſeeming Ends of this Addrefs, then the 
Addrels it ſelf. | | | 

And beſides all this, the King takes Notice of 
another Expresfion in your Addrels, wherein you 
pretend to be much troubled, that certain Pamphlets 
have lately come out which ſpeak very diſhonourably 
of the Proceedings of the two laſt Parliaments.

Notwithſtanding all this , the King is fill of 
Opinion, That there are bur. very few among you, 
who deſerve thele Reproots, He is not only Confi- 
dent of the Aﬀections of the City: in-general, as 
knowing that no Pritice ever deſerved better of 
His People ; .

If therefore there be any among you who ſeeks 
to make Diviſions, He hopes you will mark them, 
and avoid them, and. that you will Study tobe quiet 
and -to do your own Bufinels 3 For the King hath ſer 
His Heart upon. this City to do them all the good 
He can, and 'tis only the Peace of His Governmeat 
which can bring you any Proſperity. 

The King therefore recommends it to you and re- 
quires it of you, to take effzQual Care, that there 
be no kind of Diſturbance or Diſorder among you. 
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
